Examination of the 
head of a dog killed early last week 
in the town of Osborne, indicated 
the animal had rabies, the state lab- 
oratory of hygiene reported. 


Sheriff Fred "W. Giese said Mon- 


day morning that he had not yet re- 
ceived official notice of extension of 
the quarantine but that his deputies 
•would be given instructions to pur- 
sue the same course under the new 
order as under the old one. 


Under the quarantine 
order all 


dogs will have to be confined or kept 
tinder leash and muzzle, and they 
are not' permitted to 
leave 
the 


County. Any citizen may 
kill dogs 


that are^ found running loose. 


The sheriff said that his deputies 


have been instructed to kill all dogs 
roaming at large but they are to use 
discretion in doing so. He said there 
was no need for a wholesale slaugh- 
ter of the animals. Owners of dogs 
that are allowed to itin at large are 
to be -taken into court, the 
sheriff 
said. 


DOG WAS "TRAMP" 


The animal which was shot in the 


town of Osborne near Seymour last 
week was a stray dog, according to 
the Seymour veterinarian who in- 
vestigated the case and who is treat- 
ing the animals which were bitten. 


The mad dog bit two other dogs on 


the William Wsndt farm. Then it 
crossed the road and bit a horse on 
the Bert Vanden Bloom farm. Fin- 
ally the infected animal was shot by 
Sam Knox, another farmer 
living 


nearby, when ' it appeared on his 
property. The three animals bitten 
haVe not yet showed any signs of- 
developing rabies, the Seymour doc- 
tor said, but they are being closely 
observed. 


While there is a possibility that 


the mad dog may have bitten other 
animals on farms in his path it is 
not likely because there have been 
tfo reports of such attacks, accord- 
ing to the 
Seymour 
veterinarian. 


The territory is being closely watch- 
ed for further outbreaks -of the dis- 
ease.

Storey of the Atc^ison Tqpeka and- 
Santa Fe railroad today spiked ru- 
mors that the road is planning a 
stock dividend in the near future. 
The stock was bid tip nearly $20 a 
share to a new high record price 
at $226.7 on the New York Stock 
exchange last week, largely on the 
basis of these rumors.

ate surplus than before the supreme 
court handed down its recent deci- 
sion in the St. Louis-O'Fallon valua- 
tion case, Mr. Storey declared.

George V. celebrated his sixty-fourth 
birthday today, propped up in bed 
In the Victoria tower of Windsor 
castle.

If enacted 
the 


American people are going to have 
their cost of living .increased on prac- 
tically everything from grapefruit to 
granite tombstones. Whether the fram- 
ers of this legislation admit it or not, 
.it is based on the theory of excluding 
foreign goods. It is designed to destroy 
competition from other nations, to put 
a water tight wall around the United 
States barring ail import commodities 
except luxuries and articles which are 
not produced at all or to any extent in 
this country. 


If the duties under this act are not 


high enough to accomplish exclusion, 
there wilj be an effort made to put them 
up still higher. 
In other words, the 


protected interests in the United States 
want to be safeguarded in monopoly. 
And it looks as though they stood in a 
fair way of getting what they want, 
We do not believe this is a healthy pol- 
icy for American industries or for con- 
sumers. We believe that when differ- 
ences in cost of production are equal- 
ized American goods ought to compete 
on their merits, both as to quality and 
service, with foreign goods. 


There are exceptions, of cdurse, as 


where we are endeavoring to foster 
development of new industries, when a 
tariff may be justified' that would pre- 
vent the entrance of any goods of the 
kind. But it is a well known fact that 
American industry is more highly and. 
competently organized than any in the 
world. It is indeed so highly perfected 
for mass output"*that the total cost of 
production is less in certain industries 
than in other countries, notwithstand- 
ing a great difference in wages. 


It is a mistake to subsidize American 


manufacturers to the point where they 
have a monopoly. 
It will" inevitably 


tend to produce combinations, price- 
fixing, letting down in service and a 
lowering of quantity. The farmer is go- 
ing to be in about the same position he 
was, relatively, before this bill was en- 
acted, should it become a law. Some of 
his products are more effectively pro- 
tected although in the case of certain 
dairy commodities the increased duty 
is inconsequential. On the other hand 
he will pay more for practically every- 
thing he buys, including foods, wear- 
ing apparel and machinery.

have been limited to certain industries^ 
which are admittedly not thriving, in-

AN OBSCURE MERRIMAC 


In American naval history the name] Merrimac 


is associated chiefly with the ironclad Confed- 
erate warship which fought the Union Monitor 
in the world's first battle of ironclad ships. 


A humbler Merrimac played a thrilling part 


in American history 31 years ago today. It was a 
commonplace collier to which clung none of the 
glamour associated with the south's unique Mer- 
rimac. It owes its fame to the fact that it was 
sunk. And not after a gallant fight> against a 
stronger foe, but purposely, and by its own men. 


Early to the summer of 1898, during our war 


with Spain, seven Spanish ships had been bot- 
tled up in Santiago Harbor by an American fleet. 
On June 3, it was decided to sink the collier at 
the entrance to the harbor and imprison the 
Spanish fleet. 


Lientenant Richard Hotason and seven seamen 


were entrusted with the dangerous maneuver. 
They took the ship to the entrance of the har-

Hoo- 


ver's first declaration of policy on 
th« question of American extraterri- 
torial rights in China will be made 
In a note to the Chinese government 
now being drafted by the state de- 
partment. 


The note will be in reply to a re- 


cent one from Dr. C. T. Wangv for- 
eign minister of the Xanking priv- 
ileges. Identic notes were sent to all 
of the interested powers at the same 
time. 


Secretary Stimson has discussed 


the Chinese note with President Hoo- 
ver on several 
occasions and 
the 


president asked that the final draft 
of the American reply be submitted 
to him for approval before it is hand- 
ed to the Chinese minister, Dr. C. C. 
AVu. President Hoover spent a. num- 
ber of years in China and is well ac- 
quainted •nith Chino-America affairs 
and deeply sympathetic \\ith the as- 
pirations of the Chinese to effect a 
unified nation. 


Secretary Stimson is taking an ac- 


tive part 
in the 
drafting of the 


American reply which will be ready 
lor submission to the president with- 
in the next few weeks. 
While no 


drastic change of policy on the part 
of the American government from 
that expressed by former Secretary 
Kellogg is expected, a more liberal 
attitude toward' the Chinese by the 
Hoover administration is anticipated 
in official circles. 


POINTS TO CHANGES 


Dr. Wang in his note pointed out 


the pi ogress toward unification which 
the Chinese have made since the 
Nationalists regime came into power 
and the steps which have been tak- 
en to comply with the interested 
powers' desires for a modernized ju- 
ridicial system. 
Since this system 


would replace the present consular 
jurisdiction over their nations, the 
treaty powers are closely following 
its development. 


Changes in the jurisdicial system in 


China were recommended by 
the 


commission on extraterritoriality set 
up by the nine power treaty signed 
in Washington in 1922. Since that 
time, the Chinese have been working 
rapidly to bring into being the chang- 
es in their juridicial system which 
they began td formulate nearly thir- 
'ty years ago. 
They have already 


negotiated treaties with several pow- 
ers for the relinquishment of the 
extraterritorial 
rights, 
conditional 


upon a majority of the powers ne- 
gotiating similar treaties before Jaa. 
1, 1930. 


The last step taken by the Coolidge 


administration on the question of 
extraterritoriality was to aclcU-ess a 
note on Nov. 22 to tho interested 
powers asking their views on the 
suggestion of relinquishment of the 
privileges. 


TO SHOW SYMPATHY 


As it is now being drafted, the 


American reply to Dr. Wang's note 
will reiterate the AVashington gov- 
ernment's sympathy "with the Chin- 
ese aspirations. In no manner will 
it even hint that the United States- 
opposes the eventual relinquishme'i- 
of the privileges, but will express 
a deep interest in the nationalists' 
desires. 


Certain information will be asked. 


however, regarding the guarantef- 
which the nationalists will offer to 
insure the proper operation of tln-u 
juridicial system when applied 
.•; 


Americans; what guarantees of prop- 
erty rights can be offered, and what 
rail be expected from operation .. 

Numer 
ous minor points concerning civil 
jurisdiction and marriage laws also 
will be raised in the note.

An important iricrease was provid: 


ed on Fourdrinder wires, the wire 
cloth used in paper making.

Speed Limits in Many States 


and Counties Moved Up 
15-20 
Miles an Hour

; New York — The annual summer 
automobile rush 
and roar started 


Saturday throughout America, with 
states and counties everywhere mov- 
ing up the speed limit by from fif- 
teen to twenty miles an hour.

Sundays at least half of the 25,000,' 
000 automobiles in the United States 
•were on the roads 
and the sheer 


Physical problem of "getting them 
there and getting 
tnern back baa 


caused the John l*ws to set a fast- 
er pace. No longer does the autoist 
get a warning 
admonition 
about 


speed. On the contrary he Is more 
apt to get sharp command to "keep 
that old trap moving." 


Trucks and buses are speeding up 


for two reasons. First, because the 
hea\y, cushion tired trucks brought 
potent, and organized 
kicks from 


suburban 
and country 
roadside 


dwellers, and, second, because light* 
er, swifter, pneumatict-ired vehicles 
can be geared into the speeding traf- 
fic stream. This is made possible, in 
part, by the new hydraulic brakes 
which added greatly to the manag- 
ability of fast moving trucks. 


Failure of both federal regulation 


and interstate agreement* as to uni- 
fied traffic codes brings 
the 
usual 


summer confusion and uncertainty 
even more troublesome than before, 
with the generally 
increased pace. 


In this crowded eastern section, par- 
ticularly, any autoist who travels 
far has to be. more adept than a trap 
drummer in learning and rehearsing 
varying codes and making changing 
and complicated gestures. Any per- 
son driving down from Connecticut 
through New York 
and into New 


Jersey which drive can be made In 
an. hour or so, has to conform to 
about eleven sets of regulations. 


Various national automobile clubs 


and state 
legislatures 
trying to 


straighten out this tangle, .without 
getting very far. 


DISTRIBUTES MONEY 


r < The start of the summer season 
points out the fact that automobile 
traffic distributes its money widely, 
instead of piling it up at the start 
and- at the terminus like train trav- 
el. Hence it brings both new oppor- 
tunities and new problems. In the 
environs of every great city, and far 
out into the country, high class resi- 
dential neighborhoods 
are fighting 


the swarms ot "hot dog" 
refresh- 


ment, gasoline and "rest room1' es- 
tablishments which are mushroom- 
ing up along- the roadsides. In Mas- 
sachusetts, New York and Connecti- 
cut, particularly, this has precipi- 
tated something- almost like civil war 
in dozens 
of suburban villages in 


which the issue is always the same 
—the passage of a zoning ordinance 
which will bar the invaders. 


From the middle west and far west 


it is reported that autoists this jear 
are tending less to patronize the au- 
tomobile camps and to seek comfor- 
table hotels and farm houses. In var- 
ious sections of the countrj, partic- 
ularly in the resort regions of the 
south, the hotels have been (.quick 
to seize this opening- and many are 
installing systems of air refrigera- 
tion similar to the cooling 
system 


used in theatres. Farmers are find- 
ing the lodging of autoists a much 
more lucrative ^sideline than the old 
butter and egg pick-up, and tourists 
now on the road report an astonish- 
ing Improvement in farmhouse ac- 
commodations with beter cooking, 
linen sheets and other comforts and 


lfc\smbelhshments 
unheard of a few 
J years ago. 


SEE RECORD SUMMER 


The most authentic estimates are 


that this will be by far the biggest 
summer to date in the volume of au- 
tomobile traffic and expenditure of 
money. Canada is set for the heavi- 
est business in history. 
Last year, 


Canada's takings from United States 
motorists were about 
$300,000,000. 


This jear, they say $500,000,000 will 
be a safe'estimate. 


The west still is pondering over 


the problem of the automobile hobo, 
and meagre reports alre.ady received 
are that there will be more of them 
this summer than ever before. They 
start out with a broken down auto- 
mobile and cadge their way along, 
placing themselves on the bounty 
of whatever city they happen to be 
in. 


This is the usual drama of rags 


and riches, tin cans and rolls royces 
on which the curtain now rises—set 
to a faster tempo and with increas- 
ing problems and complexities.

EARLY NEXT MONTH 


Smaller Bills Will Save 
Gov- 


ernment Money and Will 
Last Longer

New York—T/h,e"people of the Uni- 


ted States are going to take a lot 
of dirty money in the next month. 
This does not meait "tainted" mone.y 
but refers to actual dirt and grime. 
For the treasury department is go- 
ing to let the dirty money stay out 
as long as it 
will, since the new 


small-sized bills will be issued the 
first week in July. 


The government 
has 
already 


ceased to issue the old size green- 
backs and those left in circulation 
are rapidly becoming 
ragged and 


dishevelled. 


The treasury expects 
to have all 


the present bills—that is, all that are 
not hidden in the base burner stove 
or sewn up in mattresses—back in 
its vaults or ground up and made in- 
to pulp statuettes of the "Washing- 
ton monument by Nov. 1. These will 
be replaced by 857,000,000 new bills. 
most of which will be of the ^mailer 
denominations. 


The reduction in 
printing costs 


and paper and 
the longer 
wear 


which officials belieie^the new bills 
will stand will sa\e some $2,000,000 
a year. Ten times that amount -p. ould 
be saved If the 
public could be in- 


duced to refrain from crumpling the 
bills. 


CRUMPLING WEARS BILLS 


This is the main 
cause of wear. 


Once the crisp fieshness of a. bill is 
gone deterioration is rapid. It is due 
to the fact that the Bank of England 
notes are of such a size and shape 
that there is little 
inducement to 


crumple them that they last longer 
than American currency, although 
they are printed on much lighter pa- 
per. Creasing the paper is almost as 
disastrous as crumpling it The dirt 
lodges in the creases and the minute 
particles of sand 
and other hard 


substances find a chance to grind 
through the outer 
surface of the 
bills. 


Mechanics and garage men are the 


hardest on currency. 
Not only do 


they crease or crumple bills but they 
do it with hands covered with oil or 
grease or gasoline. With such a coat- 
ing the dust and grime -which wears 
through the glaze finds a firm foot- 
hold. It is estimated that the popu- 
larity of the automobile, with one car 
to every five inhabitants, has short- 
ened the lift of all paper currencj 
materially. Printers and the ink they 
smear unconsciously over their mon- 
ey also are hard on bills and scare 
newsdealers and other trades which 
involve the making of change rap- 
idly. 


The dollar bills, of course, get the

Turns to Farming as He 


Waits for Courts to Settle 
$150,000 Suit 


Elcho —OP)— The lumberman ben- 


factor of this tiny north Wisconsin 
town, his fortune gone, has turned 
to farming and through the courts 
has flung a challenge to one of Chi- 
cago's largest banks. 


While Elcho, changed by him from 


& drab lumber town to a picturesque 
Nuremberg village, watches with in- 
terest, Charles W. Fish goes ahead 
•with his potato grox\ ing and maps 


which he hopes to recoup his losses. 


Fish, self-made man, and one-time 


leading lumber operator of northern 
•Wisconsin, has filed suit against the 
Central Trust company of Chicago. 
He asks $150,000. The basis of his 
claim is that in 1926, when he need- 
ed $150,000 to meet bills he offered 
bis capital stock in the Fish lumber 
company to the bank as security for 
the- loan. A contract effect was sign- 
ed, he claims. But after the stock 
had been turned over, he charges 
that the bank failed to make the 
loan; bankruptcy proceedings were 
instituted against the company and 
the stock became utterly worthless. 
The stock value he places at $1,500,- 
000.In less than 40 jcars, Mr. Fish 
rose from sailor to lumber magnate. 
His faith in his home town led him 
to make it a. "model village" -nhich 
has no counterpart m the north- 
v est. 
A fire in Elcho proved the town's 


greatest benefit. It was after the fire 
that Mr. Fish, then operating four 
sawmills in Langlade-co. visioned the 
possibility of re-creating and unify- 
ing the architectural beauty of an 
"old world" town in Wisconsin. Six 
months after the fire, the new vil- 
lage had arisen. 


A solid block of buildings, all con- 


nected, was constructed in German 
style with red-wood sidings and art- 
istically arranged shingle 
designs. 


Other' structures not touched by the 
fire were remodelled so that the 
town was unified. A community hall 
was built. Some 110 cfompany hous- 


\ 
cs were ready for renting- at a low 
rate, to the lumber workers. The 
lumberman's dream had been realiz- 
ed. Forty-five years ago where El- 
cho stands was a wilderness. In 1882 
the land was bought Trom the gov- 
ernment and a veneer plant start- 
ed by the Jones Lumber Co. of Ap- 
pleton.
